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6, Now for two administrative matters pertaining to the O/RR team: 

a. In regard to Mike's request of 27 November for a car for the 
team, I have managed reasonably well to procure needed transportation, 
thanks to liberal use of trains, street cars, and taxis; but I have 
wasted a considerable amount of time in the process.
